Non-Union Painter Mill and the Lind­ 
say and McCutcheon Plant Have to 
Shut Down-—Slid That Manufac­ 
turera Will Meet in New York to 
Settle the Question of Extending the 
Olive Branch or Fighting. 
Pittsburg. July 16.—Reports re- 
olved from all sources connected with 
the great strike of the eteel workers 
Indícate that the members of the 
Amalgamated Association have mat­ 
ters well In hand sad that the strike 
order generally has been obeyed. Tele­ 
grams from various points where the 
mills of the American Tin Plate com- 
paay. the American Steel Hoop com­ 
pany and the American Sheet Steel 
company are located told of the shut­ 
ting down of these plants in large 
numbers. 
The American Steel Hoop com­ 
pany’s supposedly non-union mill, 
known as the Painter milt, in West 
Csrson street, was closed In sit Its 
branches. The tie-up st this mill was 
said to have been a surprise to the 
mlllowners and officials in charge « 
It. The other plant, known as the 
Lindsay St McCutcheon mill In Alle­ 
gheny. was shut down completely In 
the puddling and bar mills. All the 
skilled workmen refused to enter the 
mill and the company did not even 
operate the five furnaces. The finish­ 
ing department of the mill was work­ 
ing during the day, as the men are 
not In the union, but It is claimed by 
the worker» that the employe» In that 
department will not go to work In the 
morning. 
The American Steel Hoop •com­ 
pany's mill at Moneasen was* not 
closed, ft has been non-union since It 
was built two year» ago and the com­ 
pany saya the 
Men Will Remain Loyal. 
The Amalgamated people would not 
discuss the situation In that mill. 
It was claimed by the company that 
the pen in the Old Meadow mill at 
Scottdale would not go out on strike. 
The Scottdale Iron and Steel mill la 
Also working and no signs of a strike 
are visible there. The alleged at­ 
tempt on the part of the association to 
attack the forrea in the big Vander- 
grift mills at Yandergrtft, Pa., was not 
regarded seriously, though the com­ 
pany is watching closely all such 
movements.

CRITIC.ZED BY MR. BRYAN. 
Does Not Like the Action of Ohio 
Democratic Convention. 
Lincoln, Neb., July 16.—in an ex­ 
tended comment on the platform 
adopted by the Ohio Democratic con­ 
vention W. J. Bryan criticises the con­ 
vention for its failure to reaffirm the 
Kansas City platform and whit he re­ 
gards as the weakness of some of the 
planks It did adopt. Mr. Bryan insists 
the convention made a mistake in 
making himself (Bryan) an it»«ue and 
saya: 
* Mr. Bryan is not a candidate for 
any office and a mention of him might 
have been construed by some as an 
endorsement of him for office. The 
vote should have been upon the naked 
proposition to endorse the platform of 
last year and then no one could have 
excused his abandonment of Demo­ 
cratic principles by pleading his dis­ 
like for Mr. Bryan," 
Referring to the platform he con­ 
tinues: 
“The convention not only failed, 
but refused to endorse or reaffirm the 
Kansas City platform, and from the 
manner in which the gold element has 
rejoiced over this feature of the con­ 
vention one would suppose that the 
main object of the convention was not 
to write a new platform, but to repu­ 
diate the one on which the last na­ 
tional campaign was fought. 
"The gold papers assume that the 
convention refused to adopt the Kan­ 
sas City platform because it contained 
s silver plank. .If so. It would have 
been more courageous - to have de­ 
clared openly for the gold standard. 
If the gold standard Is good, it ought 
to have been endorsed—If bad. It 
ought to have been denounced. To 
Ignore the subject entirely was Inex­ 
cusable. 
“The money question Is not yet out 
of politics. Every session of congress 
will have to deal with It. Republicans 
declare that It is dead, but they keep 
working at It" 
Mr. Bryan comments on parts of the 
platform, especially those referring to 
state and municipal affairs. He en­ 
dorses the nominee# of the convention 
and urges their support. 
COLOMBIAN TROOPS MUTINY. 
Serious Outbreak Among the Soldiers 
at Carthagena. 
Kingston, Jamaica. July 16.—A let­ 
ter received here from a prominent 
merchant in Carthagena, Colombia, 
reports a serious outbreak among the 
Colombian troops la the outskirts of 
that city last week. The soldiers 
were dissatisfied and threatened to 
desert. Monday they attempted to 
break from their barracks and at­ 
tacked their guards. A bitter fight fol­ 
lowed In which seven of the guards 
were killed outright and several were 
wounded on both sides. The letter 
further says a large number of mu­ 
tineers have escaped and it la expect­ 
ed they will join the rebels, an! the 
Indication Is that the revolution will 
continue longer and with renewed 
energy on the part of the rebels.
